be the sixty-seventh birthday of one 
of the most interesting and brilliant 
members, of'the Roman Catholic epis- 
copacy in America—John Lancaster 
Spaldjng. 
bishop of Peoria. 
There 


will be no celebration" of the anniver- 
sary, o\ying to-the grave condition of 
Bishop•X'lpaldlng's health. Nearly two 
years ago he suffered a • stroke of 
paralysis .from which he has never 
recovered. 
Since then he has spent 


most of the time nnder treatment in 
a' sanitarium; but there has been lit- 
tle noticeable .improvement 
in . -his 


condition 'and it is feared that the 
able prelate will never resume his 
clerical duties 
' Bishop Spalding comes of a family 
that for generations has occupied a 
high place in Roman Catholic annals 
in Europe and America. 
The first, of 


the family to come to America came 
over with Lord Baltimore, so 
that 


Bishop Spalding can lay pretty good 
claim to the title of American. 
His 


uncle was. the celebrated Archbishop 
Spalding of Baltimore.

John Lancaster Spal'ding was born 


in Kentucky and received his first 
education in that state. He also spent 
some time at Emmettsburg; and sub- 
sequently studied'for five' years . at 
Mount St. Mtiry's, Cincinnati, 'which 
was-then under control of the cele- 
brated Bishop Rosecrans. .He studied, 
theology in Louvain, where he was 
ordained jn 1SC3. . After his ordina- 
tion he took a special course of study: 
in the Belgian .college at Rome and 
returned to Louisville in 1SG5.--.Hei

.city and, in addition, to his''.mission- 
ary duties, also acted as secretary to;
